The world at large has ac 
cepted the conclusion, as inevitable, that 
should another war come every country 
engaged will use all the gas it can manu- 
facture, in every way that seems likely to 
weaken the enemy; and that with no very 
stringent regard to treaty prohibitions or 
the distinction between combatants and 
non-combatants. 


INVESTIGATION NEEDED 


Whether or not it has any relation to 
the recent occurrences at the Royal Alex- 
andra hospital, action by the city council 
should follow the discovery of the medical 
health officer that a cow belonging to one 
of the dairies supplying milk to city con- 
sumers is a prolific source of the deadly 
germ to which attention has thus been 
called. 

Pure milk is scarcely less important 
than pure water to life and health, and 
the civic authorities have no more serious 
responsibility than to see that the city’s 
supply of these necessities is at all times 
free of contamination. 

A thorough investigation of the sources 
from which Edmonton's milk supply is 
drawn ought to follow this disclosure, and 
investigation also of the methods of 
handling the fluid all the way from the 
cow to the consumer. That would be due 
if the same germ had not by some means 
invaded one of the city’s hospitals, with 
tragic results, 


THE OTHER ALTERNATIVE 

Edmonton cmperers are being told 
that the public school board can see three 
alternatives for solving the problem of 
providing adequate accommodation for 
high school students: 

1. The erection of a_ sixteen-room 
building on the Victoria school site; 

2. The inauguration of the double- 
shift system next September: 

3. Setting a limit to the number of 
pupils who will be allowed to attend high 
school. 

There is another alternative, to which 
the taxpayers called the attention of the 
school board in a rather pointed way 
when they turned down the proposal to 
build a great central high school on the 
Victoria site and compel children from 
all parts of the city to journey back and 
forth morning and night by street car or 
automobile. 

That alternative is to build regional 
high schools in the residential districts of 
the city. If the school board is wise it 
will not give the impression that it has 
decided to discard that alternative, re- 
gardless of the views of the taxpayers. 
Should it do so, the taxpayers are very 
likely to “discard” the school board when 
another election comes around, 


THOSE WAR DEBTS 
Sir Robert Borden thinks world condi- 
tions would be a good deal less distressing 
if the nations had agreed ten years ago to 
cancel their war debts and cut down the 
reparations payments demanded from 
Germany. 

It is late in the day to speculate upon 
what might have been had that been done. 
But it is not too late to wonder whether 
conditions will be permanently righted 
until it is done. 

The war left the United States holding 
a mortgage on the productive industry of 
the world, a mortgage which the other 
countries had no way of paying save by 
producing, and by marketing their pro- 

ucts somewhere else than in the United 
States. 

The debt-ridden nations, spurred to 
production on a scale they had never be- 
fore achieved, have produced commodities 
of all kinds in such volumes that they 
cannot find buyers. With the result that 
the debtor countries are economically 
paralyzed. But with the result also that 
the United States export trade has been 
dammed, its factories are idle and its 
farmers are on the relief list. 

Perhaps the way out of the interna- 
tional deadlock is to recognize that it may 
he better business to forgive debts than 
to try to collect from debtors who can

WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 
Mr. J. A. McPhail, president of the 
Canadian Wheat Pool, warned the dele- 
gates at the annual meeting of the Alberta 
Pool against expecting a sudden increase 
in demand and advance in prices. Im- 
provement, he argued, must be slow, be- 
cause conditions in the British market do 
not promise an immediate betterment. 


Mr. John I. McFarland, new head of | 


the selling agency of the Pool, advised a 
cutting down of the acreage sown to 
wheat, as the one way to prevent or 
reduce future world surplusses and avoid 
having to sell future crops at depressed 
prices. 

Coming from any other source this 
would be rated as the counsel of despair, 
and perhaps assailed as “propaganda” 
devised by private interests with a view 
to either keeping prices down or wrecking 
the Pool—or both. Coming from these 
men it has to be taken as a candid state. 
ment of unwelcome views, which would 
not be made if there was any reasonable 
chance to present a more encouraging 
prospect. 
hat growers everywhere throughout 
the prairie provinces can cut down their 
wheat acreage sufficiently to affect the 
world situation, and engage profitably in 
other branches of farming, is a doubtful 
proposition. If mixed farming displaced 
wheat growing throughout the west in 
any general way the result would be a 
glut of other products, with perhaps no 
better results to the farmers. 

But Mr. McFarland’s advice would 
seem to be both timely and practical as 
applied to central and northern Alberta. 
This part of the west is favored with 
natural conditions unusually favorable to 
stock-raising. And if the outlook is not 
good for the wheat-grower who operates 
on a large scale in southern Alberta or 
Saskatchewan, the farmer in this part of 
the province, who operates as a rule on 
a half or a quarter section, would be 
taking still longer chances if he depended 
for success entirely or chiefly upon grow- 
ing wheat to sell against a world surplus.

GERMANY’'S NEW ECONOMIC REGIMEN 


Germany now presents the unusual spectacle of a 
government engaged in an effort to bring the whole 
nation under a regimen of lower prices and lower 
wages, ‘The workers are being told that if wages and 
prices are reduced in the same proportion their real 
income will remain unchanged, and that the result- 
ing decrease in production costs will enable Germany 
to capture new foreign markets and thus provide jobs 
for the huge army of German unemployed, 

Under this plan the government proposes to set 
the example with a reduction of 20 per cent. in the 
salaries of the president and the cabinet ministers, 
and of six per cent, in the rank and file of civil-ser- 
viee employees, Under a recent arbitration agreement 
the metal workers of Berlin have accepted a wage cut 
of e'ght per cent., and this will probably form a pre- 
cedent when wage agreements affecting seme 2,000,000 
more workers expire in the next few months,—New 
York World.

It was told of John Felton, the slayer of the Duke 
of Buckingham, favorite of James I and Charles I 
of England, both of whom he dominated, that though 
small of stature he had undaunted courage. 

Once, being insulted, he sent his adversary a 
challenge, enclosing with it a piece of one of his 
little fingers, which he had himself cut off to show 
how little he cared for pain, 

Having stabbed the Duke to death at a house in 
Portsmouth, where he was preparing to sail for 
the relief of Rochelle, muttering meanwhile, “God 
have merey on thy soul,” Felton might easily have 
escaped. In the company with the Duke at the time 
were several Frenchmen. There had been an argu- 
ment and the bystanders were inclined to suspect 
the foreigners, While the uproar was at the height, 
the assassin walked into the kitchen and stood there 
quietly. He had tled his horse to a hedge outside 
the town and could have gone to it unmolested, but 
in his excitement hed left his hat in the room of 
the assassination 

It is probable that in the kitchen he was debating 
how to recover his hat, when, by an outery, he learned 
that it was found. In il--good reasons for his wish 
to get it—-were two notes, intended, probably, as 
apologies if the Duke's friends had slain him before 
he had a chance to escape. They read: 

“If I be slain, let no man condemn me, but rather 
condemn himself; it is for our sins that our hearts 
are hardened, and become senseless, or else he had 
not gone so long unpunished. John Felton.” 

“He is unworthy of the name of a gentleman or 
soldier, in my opinion, that is afraid to sacrifice his 
life for the honor of God, his king and country. 
John Felton.” 

The Duke's followers immediately started to look 
for him. They had not far to go. Felton had pro- 
ceeded from the kitchen to the front of the house, 
where he was walking calmly up and down, Some 
one, secing he was hatless, cried out: “Here is the 
fellow that killed the Duke.” 

Others had been shouting, ‘Where is the villain? 
Where is the butcher?” Felton now quietly drew his 
sword and walked toward them, “I am the man,” 
he said, “Here I am.” 

Several rushed at him. He bared his breast to 
their swords, for he knew it would be easier to dic 
then than iater at the hands of the executioner. 
However, Lord Carleton, Sir Thomas Morton and 
others saved him. 

‘“At whose instigation did you commit this 
crime?" he was asked. His reply was: “At no one’s; 
I acted only from a feeling of duty.” 

Inside the house the nolse aroused the Duchess of 
Buckingham, who was then expecting a baby, She 
came out on a balcony in company with the Countess 
of Anglesea to see what was the matter, Looking 
down, they perceived the Duke weltering in blood.

Of some of the things that ser- 
vice agoncies might do with state~- 
wide and state-controlled radio fact- 
lities I shall speak another day, 

Today I am interested only to 
point out the possibility of recreat- 
ing via the radio the New England 
‘Town Meeting in this machine age. 

We need the unhampered, inti- 
mate, and sustained discussion of 
public issues that marked the New 
England Town Meeting and such 
intellectual battles as the Linceln- 
Douglas debates. . 

And a state-wide and state-con- 
trolled radio could provide a forum 
in which issues of public policy 
might be threshed out alike by the 
non-political scholars of the state's 
university and by the political lead- 
ers of the state, 

With all the political groups in 
the state having equal access to the 
state radio's microphone, some con- 
tribution might also be made to the 
vexatious problem of campaign ex- 
penditures. 

As I have pointed out so many 
times in these articles, the two 
devils against which democracy 
must forever fight are distance and 
complexity, 

Democracy has never functioned 
effectively over vast areas, and it is 
always hard put when its social or- 
der grows complex. 

Radio stations dedicated freely 
to public interests and public en- 
terprise might go far towards con- 
quering both of these anti-demo- 
cratic devils of distance and com- 
plexity.

CHINESE POLITICS 


One of the chief criticisms direct-

than for democratic. The masses 
in China are not greatly interested 
in politics, Tt may serve the pol- 
icies of politicians in various parties 
to pretend that the people are most 
vitally concerned about the three 
or even thirty political principles, 
but the statement is simply not true, 
To the vast majority of Chinese the 
daily struggle for existence is ro 
desperately keen that there is neith- 
er time, energy, nor inclination to 
engage in reflection or discussion 
of abstruse and abstract political 
principles.—Hong Kong Press.

Answer—This is rather a common 
blemish and is usually cawed be- 
cause the skin isn't scrubbed enough, 
When you take your warm cleans-| 
ing bath at night lather the rough | 
arms generously and then scrub them 
vigorously with a bath brush, This 
may make them tender for a time 
but the presence of the roughness 
and pimples indicates that the skin 
needs a vigorous rubbing. If there is 
soreness after the scrubbing and) 
rinsing pat on @ little antiseptic lo- | 
tion such as boric acid, Tincture of 
}green soap is especially good for the} 
cleaning of any part of the skin 
blemished by roughness or pimples. 
In addition to the thorough cleans- | 
{ing at night the skin needs cold! 
| towel every morning. Rub the skin | 
into a glow with the towel before 
taking a co!d shower or sponge bath 
After the bath repeat the rubbing, | 
Occationally take a good rubdown |

MOB ATTACKS 
ACED MAN BUT

Agitated by Communists, | 
Men Evade Anti-parade | 
Laws | 


“No parade of unemployed!” order- 
ed Mayor J, M. Douglas 

“No parade of unemployed!” echo- 
ed Chief of Police A, G, Shute 

And the chief still insists that the 
orderly procession of unemployed 
which marched off the market square 
in files of two by two along the side- 
walks, 250 strong, at 3 p.m on Friday 
was not a parade—“not technically” 
because the procession marched along 
the sidewalks. 

Thirty police were placed in hiding 
in the market square al] afternoon to 
prevent any parade, but they did not 


attempt to interfere with the proces- 
sion, The xeserves, 20 city and 12 
A P. P. men, had trucheons, tear-gas 
bombs and pick handles, 

Chief Shute himself was standing 
on the square when the unemployed, 
led by Comrades A. W. Farmer and 
Gordon, started their procession down 
to the parliament buildings to in er- 
view the “more or less honorable Mr 


Smitten, commissioner of labor,” 4s 
Farmer called the commissioner. 
Was Clever Plan 
The defiance of the police was 


cleverly arranged. 

First, one, Comrade H. Smith, har- 
angued his comrades, calling on them 
to organize, or terrible things would 
befall them, such as “working 15 or 
20 hours a day under the lash, with- 
out pay, while the capitalists revel 
in their billion dollar palaces.” He 
made no incitement to revolution, 
however, in words which could be 
plainly defined as such. 

Then Comrade Farmer mounted the 
rostrum, 

Speeches Through 

“There have been plenty of speech- 
es,” he cried. “It's now time for some- 
thing else, The mayor has said that 
there is to be no parade; the chief of 
police has backed him up.” 

“But there isn't a law made that 
can't be broken!” Farmer yelled. 
Whereupon he proceeded to explain, 
for the benefit of his comrades, but 
also in the hearing of police nearby, 
how to break the law, 

“We will form up two by two and 
march down to the government build- 
ings to the more or less honorable Mr 
Smitten. Hold up your hands, those 
of you who are willing to do this.” 

About .60 hands went up and Com- 
rade Farmer registered his disgust in 
blasphemy. 

“Well, that’s a blank-blank poor 
showing for a bunch of men like this 
How do you expect the people of this 
city to know there are unemployed 
if you don’t do any better?” 

Farmer then harangued the com- 
rades for a while, and when he next 
asked for a show of hands, the mcet- 
ing went practically solid in favor of 
the march or procession, Parmer 
headed the procession of marching 
men, many of whom wore placards 
pinned onto them with the word “un- 
employed” rudely scrawicd over them, 

Lined Sidewalks 

The procession filed out of the north 
entrance to the square, past Depu'y 
Chief Matt Blackwood, swung south 
on 100 street, along the east sidewalk, 
crossed north of the post office, con- 
tinued west of 101 street, turned north 
and west and came down on Jasper 
avenue at 102 street, where they swung 
west along Jasper avenue, marching 
on the north sidewalk in a compact 
and organized body. Turning south 
on 109 street, the party, procession or 
group, formed up in front of the north 
entrance of the buildings in two lines 
which looked remarkably like soldiers 
on parade, but this was not a par- 
ade, accocrding to the chief. 

BSergt. Wilson, of the headquarters 
detachment of the A P, P,, led Farmer 
and two of his mates around to the 
old buildinge to see Mr, Smitten, while 
hastily arrived city police mounted the 
steps and stood guard over the build- 


ing.

In some neighborhoods already 
little meetings have been held, 
and arrangements made to give 
assistance; at all times there are 
those kind little neighborly acts 
that mean a great deal at this 
season of the year 


Overlapping Might Be 
Bone Away With 

Many women have been de- 
ploring the yearly overlapping 
in the distribution of Christmas 
cheer. With dozens of societies 
and organizations, both men’s 
and women’s doing considerable 
work, it is difficult to avoid, It 


would seem, however, that a 
central civic bureau of some 
sort, in which organizations 


could file the names of families 
being assisted, would be of some 
help. As people prepare to go 
about in their cars loaded with 
good things for families in out 
of the way districts, one is re- 
minded of the earlier day char- 
ity work of Edmonton club wo- 
men, when many long. miles 
were tramped in the snows be 
fore motor cars were in common 
use. If one hears correctly, a 
civil social service centre was 
established a number of years 
ago to meet just such a crisis 
as the present one. A number 
of women. volunteered to sort 


out and wrap, and arrange to 
have sent out bundles; and to 
them, in a central building, 


many people brought their con- 
tributions 
. 
ONE line of progress made in 
Canada in the last few years 
which is very evident this 
season, is in doll making.

In no uncertain terms 
Judge Helen Gregory MacGill 
berates the man who feels that 
married women should meekly 
slay at home and suffer de- 
privation and want, rather than 
go out and earn the necessities 
of life. In an article in the) 
Canadian Home Journal of De- 
cember, the Vancouver writer has 
much to say about married wo- 
men at work. She points out, 
for example, that in a survey| 
taken by the Toronto Local 
Council of Women recently, it 
was shown that 35% of married 
women worked to support them- 
selves, 13% to support children, 
8% to support mothers, 5% to 
provide for old age, 26% to pay 
medical bills or to pay off 
special obligations, 1% to make 
homes more comfortable. She 
feels that this does not bear out 
the contention that married wo- 
men work for “pin money” or to 
buy luxuries, LCD.

Gilbert Murray 


State Real Killing Machine 
In Modern Times Is 
Assertion 


Over three hundred delegates 
representative of all sections of 
the peace movement in Great 
Britain called together by the 
National Council for Prevention 
of War, met in conference at 
Westminster in October to con- 
sider the “Strategy of Peace,” 

Prof. Gilbert’ Murray presided 
iy the afternoon “There is an 
obvious need for the organiza- 
tion of peace forees and a cer- 
tain amount of concord among 
the peace forces,” said Pro 
Murray. “All reformers are apt 
to differ among themselves, and 
perhaps it is true that pacifists 
are unusually pugnacious. There 
are certain special difficulties 
concerning the organization of 
peace in the present situation of 
the world, One difficulty is that 
we have not got a satisfactory 
common enemy, which is a very 
desirable thing. It is true that 
there is no definite war party in 
the country. People do not speak 
of war, as they did at the dinner 
party of Lord Palmerston, as ‘a 
jolly thing.’ If we did find a war 
party it would probably be on 
the Conservative side rather 
than elsewhere, but what do we 
find the leader of the Conserva- 
tive party saying: ‘Who does not 
know that one more war in the 
west and the civilization of the 
ages would fall with as great a 
crash as that of Rome” There is 
no jingoism in that. 

“There is no direct danger of 
war coming from 
Che danger ts indirect and comes 
in this way. Relations between 
nations—economic, social, politi- 
cal and otherwise, have got 
closer and closer till anything in 
the shape of nationalism is a 
real danger, Humanity is still 
organized in states, and the state 
is the greatest killing machine 
there is. If there are economic 
differences between groups of 
individuals they will struggle 
and annoy each other, but the 
real danger does not come until 
they have the killing machine 
behind them. There the great 
danger of the future lies.”
